H and the Confederate Princes in 


Germany, &c. tomeetat a General Congreſs, 
to be held at the Hague, in order to Concert 
matters for the next Campaign, was pleaſed 
to Condeſcend to their Requeſt, and hazard 
His Royal Perſon by Sea, ( though in the 
depth of Winter) His Noble Zeal for the 
Good of us in particular, and Europe in 
#eneral, ſurmounting all thoile Difficulties : 
Whereupon he accordingiy took Shipping 
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I'S Majeſty being earneſtly En-

on the Sixteenth of TFanwary 169%. in a 
Yacht, then lying at Graveſend, and ſet Sail 
that Afternoon , being attended by divers 
Yatchts and Men of War, and a Noble Re- 
tinue of Perſons of the beſt Quality ; but by 
Reaſon of the very thick Miſts,* and conſe. 
quently little Wind, was four days before he 
could make the Coaſt of Hollazd ; yet, atlalt, 
when he arrived within two or three 
Leagues of Goree, His Majeſty ventured to 
g0 a Shoar in the Boat, attended -by the 
Duke of Ormend, the Earl of Portland, and 
my Lord Overkirke,,c. andanother Boat,bat 
moſt untortunately there tell ſo thick a Fog, 
and the Ice ſurrounded them fo cloſely, that 
neither could they make the Shoar , nor get 


back to the Ship, þut were forc'd to lie ſtill 


for two and twenty Hours, enduring the 
moſt bitter Cold, and without (almoſt ) 
hopes of ever getting alive on Shoar : All 
which, His Majeity bore with His wanted 
Magnanimity and Courage, and when one 
of the Boat-men too freely expreſſed his Fear 
of Death , he reproved him with this Noble 
laying, What are you afraid to Die in my Comms 
7any, But it pleaſed the Almighty Provi- 
dence, at length to diflipate the Miſt, and 
Conduct His Royal Majeſty fately to the 
Shoar, and on the 211t of Faruary, about WW 
halt an hour after Ten, landed at the Orange 
Pelder, at the Mouth ot the 44zeſe, a little

| From hence His Majeſty went immediatel 
{ to the Houſe of the Heer Van Rynenberph, 
where having refreſhed Himſelf, and Dined, 
'-He haſted to Hounſlaerdyke, where He was 
\met, and Congratulated with all Demon- 
| {trations of Reſpects and Joy, by the Depu- 
{ ties of the States ; as alſo by Prince Caſimir 
7 of Naſſau, Stadtholder of Friezeland , whom 
* His Majeſty received with all the Marks of 
i the molt tender Afﬀection imaginable, Em- 
# bracing and Kifling them with great Ar- 
} dency. Prince Naſſau Sarbruggen, the Count 
'Van Hocrn, and divers other Perſons of Qua- 
# tity, here likewiſe Congratulated His Maje. 
ſties *happy. arrival , who were all moſt 
$ kindly received by His Majelty. 
$ *Twas expected that the King would have 
$ lain here this Night, and fo have entred the 
Hague by day light ;- but on the contrary, 
{ His extraordinary Deſire of entring imme- 
| diately upon Bulineſs, would not let Him 
Jgive Himſelf ſo much as one Nights eale ; 
| And His Majelty, after a very ſhort Refreſh- 
ment here, departed for the Hague, attended 
- with five or ſix Coaches with ſix Horfes : 
In His own Coach accompanied Him the 
J Earl of Portland, and the Lord Overkrk , 
arriving at the Hague about halt an hour after 
hve in the Evening; where (though he was 
| pot that Night gxpected ) there wanted noe

ec. His Majeſty Rode through the 'Inum- 
phant Arches, Erefed by the Lords of the 


Hague, and the Honourable the Lords Com- 
mittee of the Council of Holland, (of which 
we ſhall give an exa& Deſcription in their 

roper Places) direly to the Court, where 

ing arrived, and the Gates ſhut to keep 
out the extraordinary prels of People, thirty 
peices of Cannon , which were planted up- 
on the YVyverberg, were thrice diſcharged, 
Publick Thankſgivings were made in all the 
Churches, and the Bells rung with great 
Joy ; and throughout the Town almoſt all 
the Houſes were Illuminated with great 
numbers of Candles in their Windows , 
whilſt all the People, Rich and Poor, Old 
and Young , made all Demonſtrations of 
their inexpreſlible Joy for His Majelties 
moſt happy Arrival. 

That Evening the Earl of Berka, Envoy 
Extraordinary trom the Emperor, waited 
upon His Majeſty, and was a long time #2 
proves with Him ; and the next day ſeveral 
Members of the States, and divers Perlons 
ot Quality came to Compliment His Maje- 
ity, and Congratulate His Arnval, 

The Miniſters of the ſeveral Contederate 
Princes, who upon the Kings arrival had 
{ent Expreſles to their reſpective Maſters, 
| org allembling 
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a themſelves in -Congrefs ; imme- 
diately after their breaking up, the Imperial, 
Spaniſh, and Brandenburgh Envoys, came 
to wait upon His Maje £ ,.45 allo the 
Council of State, and the Lords of the Ge- 
neral Accounts, with all their Members, to 
Congratulate and Complement Him. 

The King immediately applied Himſelf 
to the Aﬀairs of State, and taking firſt into 
His Conſideration the Sea Afﬀairs, gave the 
Command ofthe Dutch Fleet to the Heer 
Cornelizs Van Tromp, with the Title of Vice- 
Admiral of Holland, who gratefully accep- 
ted the ſame, and immediately beat up his 
Drums for Seamen, who flocked to him in 
great abundance. His Majeſty gave alſo out 
Commiſſions for two Regiments of Mariners 
to be raiſed. | 

The Elector of Brandenburgh , who had 
waited ſome time at Cleave, as ſoon as he 
received advice of His Majeſties arrival, ſet 
forward for the Hague. 

In the mean time it was Deſired, and 
Agreed to by His Majeſty , That His Ma- 
jeity would Pleaſe to Honour the Hapue 
with a Publick Entry, on Monday, Fanuary 
the 26th; Whereupon the Trained Bands, 


and the Guards were ordered to be ready ; 


And accordingly on Monday, at two of the 
Clock in the Afternoon, His Majeſty went 
out of the Town by the way of the Lyver-. 
berg, to the North-end , and from thence

Woman ſtanding .at an Altar Sacrificing , 
with the Words, Io Triumphe. On the to 
of all ſtands the Statue of His Majeſty, wit 
a Staff in His right Hand , at the top of 
which is a Cypher of His Name , with a 
Crown. On the two Columns of the Arch, 
on one ſide are theſe Words, 


Ob Cives Servatos: For having preſerved 
his Country-men. 

Ob Hoſtes Fugatos * For having deſtroyed 
his Enemies, 

and on the other ſide, 
Reſtitutis Provinciis: The Provinces being 
Reſtored. 

Libertatis Regnis: The Kingdoms being 

Delivered. 


Behind each Column is a ſmall Oval, in _ 


one a Lawrel with this Word, 
Vittoria, Vittory, 

on the other a Palm, with the Word, 
Clementia, Mercy. 


Here His Majefty was received by the 


- 


Magiſtrates of the Hoguz, who Complimen- 
| ted 
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ted Him, and Congratulated His Arrival, 
the Penſjionary Yander Hoeck being their 
Speaker, who humbly Thanked the King 
in the Name of the Magiſtrates and Burg- 
hers, for the Honour His Majeſty was plea- 
ſed to do them by His Preſence, in a moſt 
Eloquent Oration. 

From hence was a Lane made on each 
ſide by the Burghers in Arms, whoappeared 
in very great Splendour, being moſtof them 
very richly clad, many having been at great 
Expence tor their Equipage. 

Theſe Trained Bands conſiſt of ſix Com- 

anies, of about .two and three Hundred 
en in each Company ; they make in all 
about Fifteen Hunderd Men : . Theſe ſtand- 
Ing in their Order , reached all along the 
Weſt-end, the great Market, the High Street, 
and 1ſo to the Court-yard. 

All along this way, quite up to the Court, 
before the Houſes and Stalls, were built 
Scatfolds, which were filled by a vaſt multi- 
tude of Speators, who ſcrupled not to give 
an roo Guilders in ſome places for the uſe 
of a. Chamber during theShew. The num- 
ber of Speators being the greateſt that has 
ever been ſeen in the Hague ; infomuch, that 
one would have judged all the Inhabitants 
of Holland to have been in this Town. 

After the Penſionary had ended his Speech, 
and His Majeſty kindly Thanked them, the 
Cavalcade proceeded. Firſt went two very

rich Coaches with ſix Horles, in which were 
divers Perſons of Quality , next the Kings 
Life Guard, the Officers in extraordinary 
rich Equipage : | After them a great number 
of Lacquees and Footrmen all in the\Kings 
Livery, and black Velvet Caps; after them 
came'ithe Kings Pages, Gentlemen, andSer- 
vants oh- Hotleback , in extraordinary: rich 
Liveries.-\ Then came His Majeſty ridingin 
a large, -and very richly Gilt Coach, drawn 
by Six White:Stone Horſes, accompanied by 
the Lord Overki#k on the left Hand, and;the 
Earls of -Afonmouth and Scarborough .over- 
againſt him. On each ſide'of'the Coach the 
Switzers with their Halbards,' in rich Lavery 
Coats alſo, walked on Foot. - The Provolt 
General Urck , and the Heer Roulzs Captain 
of the Switzers rid on Horſeback immedaate- 
ly before the Kings Coach, » and after itcame 
about Twelve Coaches with Six Horſes , 
wherein Rid the Duke of Norfolk , the Earls 
of Devonſhire and Portland , the Biſhop of 
London,and leveral other Engliſh Noblemen 
as allo the chief Minifters of the. Govern- 
ment, and the Magiſtrates. of the Hague, 
beſides theſe, were many Coaches with

The King as he paſſed along , was Salu- 
ted, and Complimented by divers Perſons 
of Quality, which His: Majeſty returned 
with great Kindneſs, often looking out of 
the Coach, with great Satisfaction upon the

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People, who ſhouted with extraordinary 
Chearfulneſs, crying out, Long Live the Ring 
our Stadtholder, rc. 

The Stadthouſe , by which the King was 
to Ride, was Beauti with "Seven very 
Noble Tranſparent Pictures ;. behind which 
they put Lights in the Evening, which were 
ſet off with Garlands of made Flowets : 
Above in the middle, was the King and 
Queen, and.on each ſide of them. another 
Picture ; One of a Lion with"this Motto,

Underneath there arethree other Pictures,

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In the Court of Juſtice by the ſide of the. 
Stadthouſe, a Pillar was Erected four Rows. 
high, garniſhed with Coats of Arms; upon 
wich towards Night they ſet great lap 
of Flambeaux. 

The Lords of the Hague raiſed alſo a Rich 
and a Glorious Triumphal Arch in Honour 
of this great Monarch, in the Market Place :. 
This was done upon the Account of his ha-' 
ving been Born there ; which as they look 
upon to be one of the greateſt Glories of the 
Place, and whereof hereafter they will have 
the greateſt Reaſon to Boaſt, ſo they were | 
deſirous to ſhew what Sence they had of it, * 
upon ſo very Glorious an occaſion. 

This is much theyhigheſt Arch of them all ; 
without any Pillars, and on both ſides are 
many Pictures : done in light Colour; and 
juſt over the paſſage there are two others 
done upon Silk, and Tranſparent, ſo asthat 
by Lights , which were ſet behind them in 
the Evening, they appeared very Glo- 
rioully. 

At the top of all was placeda Sphear, and *' 
above that , - Fame Sounding a 'Trumpet in a | 
flying poſture, and leading a Pegaſus ; with | 

rophies at each Corner. | 

Behind this Arch,towards the High-ſtreet, 
the Arms of the Emperor Adolphus, ( who : 
was Deſcended of the Houſe of Naſas) were-. 
ſet up ; and over them the Sixteen Quarters ; 
of His Majeſties Arms : But thoſe that ma- 7 
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Ejitertainient dt the Hagiie. 1 t 
naged this matter, not underſtanding it ſo 
well as they ought to have done, they have 
committed ſeveral Miſtakes, which in the 
Graving I have altered : It is to no purpoſe 
to ſet down the particulars, which lie chiefly 
in the ſtating of the ſeveral Scutcheons, ac- 
cording to the precedency of the Kingdoms 
over which His Majeſties Anceſtors had the 
Governments, which though they are not 
generally taken notice of by ordinary Ob- 
ſervers; yet , ſince upon ſuch Solemnities, 
the curiouſeſt and molt inquiſitive Men are 
always preſent, it was much to be Wiſhed, 
that thoſe Things had been more exactly 
regulated. FO 

There were ſeveral Inſcriptions round the 
Arch i On the Front above the Gate, and 
under the Arms of the Hague, was this,

On each ſide of the Arch there are two 
Wings, whicle make a Semi-Circle ; within 
each of whichare Seven Pictures repreſenting 
the Battels and Victories of the former Princes 
of Orange by Seaand Land; every Picture ha- 
ving an Inſcription under it. 

On the Firſt, on the Right Hand,Parzentia 
Leſa fit furor : Injured Patience turns to Rage : 
Jatimiating, that they had endured the Info- 
lencics of the Spaniards as long as was pollt- 
ble, and that at laſt they were forced to Rife.

Queens, at full length: On that of the 
Kings was this Inſcription , Quis gratior ap« 
palit Oris: What more acceptable Perſon ever 
zouched our Coaſts, Upon the Queens, Re- 
Ges &- Refigit : She Repreſſes and Re-eſt 2- 
bliſhes. 

Over the Wings, the Figures of the Four 
late Princes of Orange are ſet up ; and un- 
der each ſome marks of Victory. Under

- - met another Trinmphal Arch, which 
repreſents a pleafant Butlding, Beautified on 
both ſides with Pillars of red and white 
Marble, the Body of the Work being of black 
and white Marble ; the Baſes and Chapiters 
"#re gilt : Ir has two large Pictures betore , 
| and 
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and as many behind, Painted in lively Co- 
lours 3 thoſe before, repreſenting a Roman 
Field Battle and Sea Fight; thoſe behind, 
one War. the other Peace : "That of War 
has the World in a Flame, with ſeveral Fi. 
gures, ſome Dead; others Living, make Ju- 
{tics lie downin Diſtreſs : That of Peace has 
a Globe, upon which ſtand Juſtice and Peace 
embracing one another, whilſt Paz and his 
Companions make themſelves Merry with the 
Fruits of the Earth. Over all in the middle 
of the Arch, on a Pedeſtal, ſtands the Statue 
of the King on Horſeback, as big as the 
Lite, and painted like Braſs z on both fides 
of the Pedeſtal there is this Inſcription, Reg: 
Triumphanti: Tothe Triumphing King. Over 
lis Head, which is adorned with Green, 
there are two Wreaths placed crols ways,and 
over them a Royal Crown and >Scepter, and 
underneath a Crofs. 

On both ſides of the Arch there are two 
Squares, wherein are ſet, .both behind and 
betore., tranſparent Pictures for the conve- 
nience of ſetting Lights behind in the Even- 
ing. . On the outſide of theſe Squares there 
was Painted a Cloudy Pillar, and a Pillar 
of Fire, with the Corners adorned with 
Green. _ 

On the gilded Frize of the Arch there 1s 
th's Inſcription , Sologue, Saloque, in repris 
mind Tyrannide, & Reſtituenda Seculi Felici» 
taie: By Land and by Sea, for repreſſing (Ty- 

3 rat), 
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ranny, and Reſtoring th: H:ppineſs of the Ape, 


And on the ſides of the aforciaid Frizcs are 
theſe Words, Heroibws Privii: To him who us 
above Heroes, Antiquis Majori: Greater than 
the Antients. | 

On the ſides of the Pedeſtal, on which 
ſtands the Kings Horſe , there are two Suits 
of Armour gilt,and two cover*d with Silver, 
with a Plume of Feathers over them, þe- 
ſides other Marks of Triumph , as Shields, 
Standards, &c. Before is the King of Eng- 
land's Arms, and behind his Cypher. 

At each end of the Arch there are two 
Wings, upon Which on both ſides there were 
everal Hiſtories Painted on white and black ; 
as of Hercules, Theſers, Phaethon, Perſeas and 
Andromeda, with the Arms of England, Scot- 
Lind, France and Ireland. Under all, quite 
round the Arch, there are theſe Words, 
Sceptris, Exercitibus, Claſſwas, Votis, Auguſto, 
Armato, Parate, Recepto ; Wwhici ought to be 
Read thus, Augn/to Sceptris, Armato Exerci- 
tibies, Parato Cliſſuus, Recepto Votis: Auguſt 
by his Crowns, Defended by his Armies, Ready 
with bis Fleet, Received with Acclamat ions, 

Within the Arch of either ſide, there are 
two Pictures ; one of Exrope, to ihow its 
Glory, with a Bull on one fide , and this 
Motto, Eripe Raptori Miſeram : Deliver the 
Aiſerable from ber Raviſn:r, > "The other, 
Neptune, carrying Thetis over the Sea, with 
this Motto, Mia jura Tuere: Defend my

The Triumphal Arch in the outward Court, 
at the Entrance of the Court Gate. 


£ ar; Triumphal Arch was Erected by the 
Order of their High and Mighty 
Lordſhips, the Committee of the Council of 
Helland : It is of the Dorick Order, after the 
Italian manner, with three Paſlages, and the 
middle higher than the reſt of the Buiiding. 
Tr ſtands upon Eight Pillars of each lide, 
; ſupported by broad Pedeſtals, each whereof 
bears two Pillars : Over the middle Paſſage 
there is a Cupola of an Octogenal Figure, 
whereon upon a Pedeſtal ſtands the Statue of 
His Majeſty on Horleback, as big} as the 
Life, all richly gilt; two Priſoners lie by 
the Pedeſtal Chained with their Backs to it, 
done over with Copper: The whole Arch 
15s Painted of a Free-Stone Colour ; the who!e 
intercolumniation of both ſides, 1s beautitied 
with Pictures drawn in white and black, 
with Hiſtories of the Heroick and Illuſtrious 
Actiohs of this great Monarch. Over thelg 
Eight Pillars are placed Eight Figures of both 
Sexes, as big as the Lite > of a Copper Co- 
lour. On that ſide which faces the Vaver, 
is the Repreſentation of a Victory at Sca,and 
B 4 a 
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a Neptune lying down with his Trident,with 
this Inſcription, Triumphet in Undis : Let bins 
Triumph in the Waves. Towards the Lane-, 
Trophiesof Victory by Land, with this Motto; 
Attingat Solium Tovis: Let him reach to 
Jupter's Throne.

A Deſcription of the Fire- 
works, with their Repre- 
ſentations. es 


N the Canal behind the Court, upon a 

large Scaffold , there were very fine 
Fireworks prepared , which were Lighted 
the Evening atter His Majeſty entred the 
Hague. 

In the middle was the Kings Cypher, 
with a Crown over it : On the ſides itood 
two high Pyramids, a Lyon, a Hercules, 
and a Sun ; On each Corner of the Scaffold 


there were four Cafes of Rockets., four of 


which were much larger then thereſt,which 
repreſented the four Kingdoms of England, 
Scotland, France ang Ireland, with the Arms 
of thole Kingdoms; Round about there was 

a 
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Palliffado ſtuck with Rockets, ſome Orange 
colour, fome white, ſome blew, placed al- 
ternately to the number of *'Three Hunderd 
and Fifty. 

They placed Fifteen Bulwarks round the 
Scaffold, on which they had mounted 
Cannon and Mortar pieces : Between which 
they had large Mortars made like Bechives 
an Pumps, which were charged with ſeve- 
ral forts of Fireworks. 

About half an hour after Six in'the Even- 
ning, the Fireworks were Lighted; Juſt be- 
fore Thirty pieces of Cannon that were 
planted upon the Wall of the Viver were 
diſcharged ; then follow'd Twenty five 
Mortar ſhot on both ſides of the Scaffold, 
and afterwards the Crown and Cypher, 
WR. which appeared like 3 5o Pearls ihining 
in the Air. 

About the Palliſſadoes they had planted 
ſeveral Devices : Towards the States Cham- 
ber was one with theſe Words, Triumphat 
ſemper Auguſtus : He Triumphs always Auguſt. 
On each ſide of this there was one planted ; 
One was, Offenſum metuunt Hoſtes : His Ene-. 
mies Dread him when he is Off.nd:d. The 
other, Carum wenerantur Amicis His Friends 
IVorjhip Him who is ſo dear to them, Theſe 
ſhining very bright in the Air, made a very 
pleaſant ſhow. oy 

Over the Cipher and Crown was a Ship 
tols'd about as in a Storm, with this Motto,

When the Pyramids were Fired, they 
gave a lowd buzzing Noiſe, which was now 
and then Anſwered by the Morrtars. 

Then the Belgick Lyon, and the Hercules, 
play'd very wonderfully. ' Hercules's Arms 
were Expanded, firing with Eight ſeveral 
Pauſes, to denote his Labours, which were. 
I. The Eſtabliſhment of Religion and Liberty. 
2. The ſecuring the Tranquility of Europe. 
3. The Settlement of the Government upon a right 
Bottom. 4. The Preſervation of the Common 
Intereſts of the People, F. The Preſervation of 
Unity among [t the Neighbouring Princes, 6. The 
clearing of the Sea, and the mcreaſing of Trade. 
7. The Advancement of the Glory of this State, 
8. The.concluding of a firm po laſting Peace. 

While the Fire play'd ſo finely, the Air 
was full of the crackling, Noife, and the 
Buzzes of the ſeveral forts of Fireworks, and 
they continued ſo very thick, that it did in 
a good meafure diſpel the Fog , which was 
then very. thick. At times they lighted 
Water-Balls, Water-Candles, Water-Bullets, 
Water-Boats, Water-Morters, Rats and Dol- 

hins in a Veſſel upon the Canal, which 
puttering and crackling upon the Water, 
gave an Entertainment fo great, that ſevera! 
Ingenious Men, who underſtood theſe Mat- 
ters, owned, that they had never ſeen any 
Thing like ut. They 
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They kindled alſo ſome Hundreds of pitch 
Barrels ſet round the Scaffold , which en- 
creaſed the light, whereby the other Works 
which play'd all the while, were diſcerned 
the better. It laſted till about Eight, and 
was erfded' with Twenty five Mortar-ſhot ; 
after which the Cannon were ſeveral times 
diſcharged : The whole was done without 
any Miſchance, fave only the loſs of one 
Gunner, who {weeping'a Cannon, loſt both 
his Hands; and died of his Wounds. When 
His Majeſty came to Court, the Militia ſtood 
in order in the outer Court, before the Tri- 
umphal Arch, viz. Baron Frieſem's Regi- 
ment of Foot , Baron Heyde's Regiment of 
Horſe, who having diſcharged all together, 
went to the Vrverbergh to give way to the 
Train Bands in Arms. Several of the:Lords 
of the States were in the Council Chamber, 
to Countenance this publick Joy. 

The Count de Berka, and the Heer Co-

teſtited their Satisfaction by Fluminations 
before their Lodgings : Min Heer Schuyler- 
bergh did*the ſame at his own: Houſe upon

Superat Cleſtibus als: He mounts with 
Heavenly Wings, Generoſes ay Ortu: Neble 
from 
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from his Birth. "Theſe were to be ſeen fome 
time after. Others alſo gave other inſ{tan- 
ces of their Satisfa&tion, every Man-after 
his own Fancy. | 

This was ito graced with fo vaſt-a reſort 
of People, as had never before been feen at 
the Hague: Some coming to ſee the Solem- 
nity, others to ſee the King once more re- 
turned again, and Crowned with ſo much 
Honour. 4 

The King well ſatisfied with all theſe their 
Demonſtrations of Eſteem and Reverence, 
immediately applied - himſelf to Buſineſs ; 
having firſt given Audiences of Congratula- 
tion to all the Colleges and Deputies of the 
Cities, atid to forne great Lords and publick 
Minilters. 

The Ele&or of Brandenburgh , and two 
Princes of the Houſe of An/pach, (who came 
two days beforethe publick Entry) were often 
- With the King, and ſometimes the Miniſters 
of the other Allies joyned with them : It was 
ſaid, That three Ruffians were ſent from the 
French Court to cut off the King,. and that 
there were particular Informations given 1

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- This extraordinary Concourſe has made 
the Court at'the Hague fo very . Splendid, 
that it has our-done any thing elle 'in any 
other Court of Chriſtendom. Above 30 - 
Sovereign Princes were there, beſides Mar- 
gueſſes, Earls, Barons, and Gentlemen with- 
out Number. 'The Ele&tor of Bavaria, and 
the Marquis de Gaſtanaga kept publick Tables. 
The 24th, about Ten in the Morning,the 
Count de Winditſgratz, had publick Audience 
of the King, Conducted by the Maſter of 
the Ceremonies, with all the uſual Solemni-.

March the th 5 the Earl of Devonſhire 
Treated the Ele&or of Brandenburgh, the 
Landtgrave of Heſſe, the Prince Commercy, 
and divers other Perſons of Quality with great 
Magnificence, where His Majeſty was pleaſed 
to Honour his Lord{hip with His Preſence. 

On the 11th the Duke of Zell arrived at 
the Hague , and the Duke of Wolfembuttel on 
the 14th. 

During all this time the Congrefles had 
been held almoſt every day, with great Se- 
crecy, His Majeſty always Honouring them 
with HisPreſence, when at laſt, the matters 
being fully Concerted, and all Things agreed 
upon to the mutual Satisfaction of” all the 
Princes, this great Council brokeup, and the 
Princes returned to their reſpective Homes , 
to put in execution the Deſigns here agreed: 
upon, the good Effects whereof we-doubr 
not but to ſee this Campagne, notwithltand-

His Majeſty having given Orders. to all 
the Troops to be in a readineſs to take: the - 
Field by che firſt of April, waspleaſedonthe 
16th to depart for Loo , being accompanied 
with the Duke of Zell, who Rid in-the ſame 
Coach with Him, and lay that Night at the 
Houſe of Monſieur Zulletein ; where he was 
metby the Ele&or of Bavaria, who likewiſe 
accompanied His Majefty to Loo,where they 
arrived the next Evening, having been Com. 
plemented as they paſſed along with all De- 
monſtrations of Reſpe& and Afﬀection, by 
the City of Utrecht , and the ſeveral Towns 
he paſs*d through, and accompanied every 
where with the loud Acclamations of the 
Peop!e, who were almott overwhelm'd with 
, at the extraordinary Honour they re. 
ceived by the Preſence of this molt illuſtrious 
Monarch. 

But His Majeſty had'not been long there 
before he received the unwelcome, Tidings 
of the Siege of ons, an Exprels arriving at 
the Hague on the 16th in the Evening, that 
the French Troops had ſuddenly inveltedithe 
Towm of Mons, their Horſe having taker 
Poiletlion of all the Avenues on-the 15th of 
March, and that the Foot were marchingup 
with all Diligence. 

The Prince of Steenhuyſen, and *the Mar- 
quis Bedmar , being {cnt from the Governar

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of Flanders,1arrived at'the Hague the 17th, 

and after a ſhort Conference with Prince 

Waideok, "went Polt to Lao, to give His Ma- 

jeſty artarcount of the State of the Aﬀeair. 

Who: being Tefolved Himſelf to Head the 

Artmy;rw order to raiſe the Siege, returned 

rothe Hagury from whence having 06 

Prince Watdeck with neceſſary Orders for 

Flanders, 1et forward Himſelf the 26th for 

Bruſſels ; the Army in the mean time pre- 

paring withall imaginable diligence to Muſter 

at Hall, whither His Majeſty went on the 

6th of April, intending to have marched the 

next day at the Head of the Army, which 

conliſted of 30000 Foot and: 16000 Horſe, 

with a*Train of Artillery of 71 ' pieces of 
Cannon and 14 Mortars. Butthe Carriages 
not being all come up, was obliged to deter 
His March for two or three days. 

The French had all this time very vi- 
gouroufly attacked the Outworks of the 
Town, but were as vigourouſly repullgty 
thg Beſieged, to the greatlols of the Enemy, 
who paid dearty far what he gained ; info- 
much,chat it was not doubted, but the 'Town 
would -havebeen able to have held out till the 
Army'came up to its Reliet, but the French 
King' (who'was himlſelt all the while at St. 
Gat, near the Camp, the Dauphin Com- 
manding in Chiet) according to his old Me- 
thods, had found means of gaining a Party 
antong the Burghers and Clergy in. the 

; Town, 
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Town, who prevailing the reſt, by the 
terrifying Deſtruction the Bombs and Cannon 
made in their Houſes, and ling them 
that by a timely Surrender of the Townth 
might obtain Honourable Conditions, made 
them baſely defert the publick Good, and 
altogether unexpectedly, even tothe French 
themſelves, onthe 8th of Apri/, beat a Parley, 
and ſent out three Officers , -as Hoſtages for 
three French Officers, who immediately en- 
tred the Town , to Treat upon Articles of 
Surrender; the Governor the Prince de Bergue 
oppos'd the Surrender, andrefus'd to deliver 
the Gate to the French as the Burghers had 
agreed,endeavouring to dillwade them from 
this their Refolurion, alledging he could till 
hold out till the Rehef came; bur all would 
not do,the Burghers were reſolved,and they 
being ſtronger than the Gariſon, who were 
all employed in theOutworks;the Honourable 
Governor was forced to ſubmit, and abour 
Mignight the Capitulation was Signed on 
both ſides ; and the next day April the gth, 
a Gate of the- Town was dehver'd up to the 
French Guards; and on the -1oth, the Ga- 
riſon marched out, being about. 4200 Foot 
and 400 Horſe, with Arms, Baggage, Drums 
beating, Colours fiying, ſix piecesof Cannon, 
two Mortars, &c. and were conducted to 7r- 
bieſe, afew Milesfrom Mons towards Bru//e!s, 
The King having received this ſurprizing 
News,jult as he was. ready: to march to their 
| ; Recs, 
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Relief, was forced to aſter his Meaſures ; and 


underſtanding that the French King had ſe- 


rated tis Froops, and diſpos'd *em into 
Gariſons + and dat he with he Dauphin Oc. 
were return'd to er/a:les,broke up the Camp, 
and having ſent Reinforcements to Charleroy, 
Aeth, Naminr, and the other Frontier Gari- 
ſons, went to Bruſſels ; and from thence to 
the Hagne, where he was pleaſed to Honour 
the Duke of Zell (who was likewiſe return'd 
thither from the Camp) with the Noble Or- 
der of the Garter, who was. inveſted with- 
the Garter and George by the King Himſelf, 
afliſted by the Dukes of Norfolk and Ormond, 
and the Earl of Devonſhire : This was perform'd 
privately inthe Kings Bed-Chamber the 18th 
of April : And the next day, Garter King at 
Arms preſented to his Highneſs the reſt of 
the Enſigns, with the whole Habit and Or- 
naments of the Order, which his Highneſs 
having Received, was pleaſed to make a ve- 
ry Noble Preſent to the King at Arms, and 
to all the Retinue he had brought with him 
upon this Occafion. | 
- April the 22d, His Majeſty having taken 
leave of the'States General, and been Com- 


'plimenrted by them, with all the Exprel- 


ſions of ſincere Aﬀection , took Shiping 
in the Maeſe in order to his Return for Erg- 
land, and the Wind being fair,the next Morn- 
ing made the Pheliſh Shore; and that Even- 
ing, viz, April the 13th, 1691. O. S. about 
Eight 
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Eight of the Clocklanded at Whitehall, having 
been Saluted by the Fleet, as he paſſed along 
with all their Guns and the repeated Huizza's 
of the Seamen, who Demaited the moſt 
extraordinary Joy imaginable ; and by the 
Guns of the Forts of Tilbury, Graveſend, and 
the Tower ; alſo by the-Ships that lay in the 
River; and the Joyful Acclamations of the 
People, who crowded in great Numbers 
upon the Shore, and in Boats, to fee His 
Majeſty,and expreſs their Joy upon his happy 
Return, continually Repearing, 


God Save King William and Queen Mary 
and Proſper their Arms by Sea and Land, 4 


Thus have we finiſhed our ſhort Journal 
of His Majeſties Voyage into Holland,where- 
in we have been as particular as was conve- 
nient, and as brief as poſſible ; we have all 
along carefully avoided all manner of Re- 
fletions and Animadverſions of our own , 
and given only a-true Relation of the matter 
. of Fact as it occur d; wherein if we have 

the good Fortune to pleaſe the Reader, we 
have our End.
